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Absolute immunity generally applies to all acts committed within the scope of a public office.! Even grave procedural errors 
or acts taken when no statute purports to confer on the court the authority purportedly exercised will not deprive a judge of 


absolute judicial immunity.” Judges are not deprived of immunity from a suit for money damages merely because of allegations 
that they committed grave procedural errors? or acted maliciously,* corruptly, or with evil motive, intent, personal interest,’ 
bad faith,® or outright malevolence.” Since absolute immunity is justified and defined by the governmental functions it protects 
and serves, not by the motives with which a particular officer performs those functions, !° it is a judge's actions alone, not intent 
that must be considered; !! state of mind is not a necessary element!? and judicial immunity applies, however injurious the 


consequences to the plaintiff. is 
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
